JIRI PELIKAN COMMENTS ON POLISH CRACKDOWN

[Text] A week after General Jaruzelski's military coup it is still too early to 
assess the entire extent of the tragedy or to forecast its possible developments, 
partly because of the lack of information caused by Poland's total isolation. 

But the known facts--the martial law, the de factor outlawing of the Solidarity 
Trade Union, the rigid censorship and above all the arrest of Lech Walesa and tens 
of thousands of citizens and the first losses of life by workers--enable us to 
make some initial observations. 





The military coup is not a response to the latest decisions that emerged from the 
meeting of Solidarity's national leadership, as official Polish propaganda states, 
but had been planned for a long time--at least since General Jaruzelski's election 
as party first secretary and perhaps for much longer. The “operational armed 
forces groups” which Jaruzelski sent to all the country's important locations in 
October were part of thispainstaking preparation for the coup: They drew up lists 
of people to be arrested and prepared plans for the occupation of the trade 
union's offices and the evacuation of the factories. Only thus can one understand 
how within minutes of the declaration of martial law in the middle of the night 
thousands of Solidarity members and intellectuals had been arrested, the borders 
hermetically sealed, the television and radio stations occupied and the factories 
surrounded by tanks. While following the famous three-way meeting Jaruzelski 
accused Walesa of sabotaging the negotiations and at the same time planning to 
seize power, this week Poland discovered the truth, namely that it was General 
Jaruzelski himself that was pretending to want to negotiate while in fact gaining 
time to plan a military coup that would find Solidarity and Walesa himself 
unprepared and surprised. 





Despite General Jaruzelski's claims that they are only temporary measures pending 
a normalization and that the regime does not want to return to the pre-August 1980 
situation but intends to carry out the economic and political reforms, the aim of 
the operation is precisely the opposite of all this, namely to destroy the Soli- 

darity Trade Union by trying to split it into good guys and bad guys and forcing 

Walesa himself to make the workers endorse the military coup. The same method was 
used after the stifling of the Prague spring, when the Soviets used Dubcek to halt 














the people's resistance and, having discredited him, politically destroyed him. 
But for the time being Walesa refused to play this part. Even Husak proclaimed 
in 1969 that he wanted to salvage the reforms and military putchists--yesterday 
in Chile, today in Turkey--have justified repression by the need to establish 
order “against™ chaos and anarchy. 


But eventually they transform temporary repression into a permanent systen. 
Borders are closed and censorship is imposed only when the intention is to govern 
with methods that must remain unknown to the public. Poland, which in recent 
months was the most open country in the Eastern bioc, is now the country most 
isolated from the rest of Europe, and the generals want to transform it into a 
kind if European Kampuchea. 


Anyone who has followed the Soviet leader's attitude toward Poland's renewal 
process can have no doubts that General Jaruzelski's operation is the result of 
Soviet policy. Moscow has never concealed its hostility toward the new Polish 
course and in particular toward Solidarity and has indicated--both publicly, in 
various statements, and in negotiations with the Polish leaders--the need first 

to halt and then to eliminate the results of the Gdansk agreements of summer 1980. 
The only innovation is the change of tactic: Instead of “normalizing” Poland with 
his own military intezvention, Brezhnev preferred to throttle it with Polish 

hands because he realized that this time the price to pay for such an intervention 
was too high both on the international plane (the end of detente and of the 
Euromissiles negotiations and economic agreements) and on the national plane 

(the fear of Polish resistance and of another Afghanistan). Back in May the well- 
known Soviet “journalist” Victor Louis indicated military dictatorship as the only 
solution to the Polish crisis, pointing out that the Polish armed forces belong 

to the Warsaw Pact and are commanded and controlled by Soviet marshals. Such 

an operation could not have been prepared without the Soviets’ knowledge or without 
their consequent backing. This also explains the presence of Soviet General 
Kulikov, commander of the Warsaw Pact forces, in Warsaw during the coup. In the 
future, too, the USSR will do its utmost to avoid an armed intervention of its own, 
which would, however, be needed only if the Polish police and armed forces were 
unable to control the situation and to eliminate the resistance on their own. 





This is why we consider any argument based on the “internal” nature of the change 
in Poland to be hypocritical and unacceptable. Indeed, as far as we socialists 

are concerned, the suppression of freedom and repression are never "an interna] 
affair" to which one can remain indifferent. This is one reason why we have always 
been vigorous defenders of the principles of the Helsinki conference, including 
nonintervention in another state's internal affairs but also the principles of 
observance of human rights, trade union freedom, freedom of information and the 
citizens’ freedom of movement within their own countries and abroad. We cannot 
therefore restrict ourselves--as some European statesmen do--to appeals for 
observance of the Helsinki accords solely in the field of interstate relations, 

but must also reject the military coup and its repressive measures as contrary to 
the overall spirit of those accords. The latest reports from the European 
conference in Madrid confirm our anxiety that all that has happened in Poland 

since Sunday will have harmful effects on the positive conclusion of this conference 
and also on the Geneva Euromissiles negotiations, in which we take such a great 
interest and to which we are so committed. 














For the same reason we must consider hypocritical any argument--such as we have 
heard in the past few days from Mrs Thatcher in Strasbourg and from other European 
and U.S. statesmen--that “the Poles must resolve their own problems.” How can 

“the Poles themselves" discuss and resolve when the army and armed police, with 
orders to shooot--and there have been casualties already, though only on one :.ide-- 
are on one side and the population, unarmed and without any rights, is on the other? 


How can the prisoners discuss with those who keep them in prison and in the new 
concentration camps? Who would use the same argument in connection with the 
Chileans or the Turks? Who tells the Salvadoran revolutionaries to keep calm and 
not to resist the repression? We must condemn the military dictatorship in Poland, 
as we have condemmed the dictatorships in Turkey, Chile and El Salvador; it is a 
principle that we have defended and intend to defend in the future, too, because 
there are no good and bad military dictatorships depending only on the various 
flags that they fly. 


If the throttling of the renewal process in Poland is a huge tragedy for the 

entire Polish people and for all democrats throughout the world, its consequences 
are tragic above all for us who believe in the socialist ideal and who have watched 
the Polish experiment with high hopes of seeing the resurgence of the possibility 
of a form of socialism within freedom, which is a different kind of socialism from 
the Soviet one, which has been so discredited. Having witnessed the stifling of 
the attempts to democratize this model with gradual reforms and the backing of the 
ruling party--the most recent example was the Prague spring in 1968--we are now 
witnessing the destruction of an attempt at a self-managed form of socialism with 
the working class as the protagonist of this democratic and peaceful process. 

This poses with new emphasis the question whether the systems of so-called “real 
socialism” can be reformed, whether they are open to possible changes and develop- 
ments. The past 18 months have created new hope and a positive answer can be given 
to this question. Unfortunately, after what has happened in Poland over the past 
week--which is the result of the long preparation and expression of a specific 
political concept--it would be a dangerous delusion to continue issuing a positive 
answer. 


Poland will probably soon become another test for the communist parties and the 
entire Western left, not only in the stance that they adopt toward the repression 
but above all in their stance toward the new opposition to the military regime that 
will undoubtedly emerge from the remains of Solidarity and the other organizations 
destroyed and driven underground. Will this new Polish opposition be stronger 
than Czechoslovakia's, Hungary's or the Soviet Union's? Particularly bearing 

in mind its deep roots in the working class, with its traditions of struggle. 

The Italian Communists have shown in the past and over the past week that they can 
adopt correct political stances, as they did on Czechoslovakia or Afghanistan 

and now on Poland, but they have always refused to follow these stances with 
specific acts of solidarity with the various victims of Soviet policy. Will they 
now again restrict themselves to condemning the military regime, declining to help 
the Polish forces that will remain loyal to the renewal process and combat the 
military coup? 


It is still too early to forecast future developments. But one thing is certain: 
The great hope of a different kind of socialism--self-managed and pluralistic-- 
has been stifled by the brutal repression. After what has happened one cannot 























hope for real negotiations and reforms. The Polish people will probably continue 
their resistance to the military regime, but they lack the necessary means and 
foreign allies to reverse the situation. Moscow permits no concessions and indeed 
continues its pressure on Jaruzelski to eliminate the spirit of Gdansk and to use 
all the brutal repression to this end--if the first deaths, the arrests and the 
major display of military means prove insufficient. But if the resistance is tough 
and long-lasting the regime might be forced to make concessions and one cannot 

rule out a kind of Polish “Kadarism,”" as long as--and this is by no means certain-- 
the military regime is abie to substantially improve the economic situation with 
Soviet aid. 


We have no right to advise the Polish people to “behave calmly" and accept the coup 
d'etat. But we must state clearly on whose side we are and urge the government, 
the political forces and the national and international trade union organizations 
to inform Poland's present leaders unambiguously that democratic Europe cannot 
accept the state of martial law, with its prisons and concentration camps, in 
Poland. As Secretary Bettino Craxi has said: “Nothing must be done that could 
seem like passive indifference, which would only encourage the repression.” 


Warsaw Radio, with its nationalisticand antisemitic tone, is trying to persuade 

the Polish population that it is abandoned and alone, citing ambiguous and unilateral 
Statements by certain Western politicians. We must persuade the Polish population, 
through our attitude and our actions, that this is not so, that the Polish people's 
voice, their aspirations to the greatest freedom and justice, are heard in the 
thousands of demonstrations and in the factories and cities of our continent. 

The socialists must be in the front line of this major battle, which we urge all 
democratic forces to join.

YOUTH UNION OFFICIAL DESCRIBES U.S. TRIP

of Our Youth; Talk with Marian Grigel About the SYU Central Committee Delegation's

[Text] Our Contemporaries 


Recently a study delegation of cur youth, led by Marian Grigel, head of the SYU 
Central Committee's Department of Ideo-Educational Work, returned home from a 
}-week trip to the United States. After his return we asked M. Grigel to share 
with our readers his impressions and experience of the Unite] States, which he 
and the other delegation members had acquired. 


[Question] What was the purpose of your trip? 


[Answer] At the invitation of our fraternal organization--the League of Young 
Workers for Liberation (YWLL)--we organized 35 concerts of the Slovak Vrchar 
[hill-inhabitant] ensemble in the state of New York and Georgia; and after the 
performances we talked to young Americans about the life of youth in our socialist 
fatherland. We performed in high schools, in progressive ethnic organization 
clubs, as well as in churches; of course, contrary to Europe, in the United States 
they often resemble social or cultural buildings, rather than churches. We landed 
in diverse environments; we met both students and working or unemployed youth; 
both white and black Americans; we were guests in the poverty stricken Bronx, 

as well as in luxurious villas in Roswell, an Atlanta suburb. Due to this we have 
gained, in my opinion even during the relatively brief time of 3 weeks that we 
spent there, an objective knowledge of the stances and opinions of contemporary 
America, and of its young generation in particular. 


[Question] What have these meetings given vou? 


[Anewer] We have convinced ourselves that tle overwhelming majority of Americans 
are longing, the same as we are, for a life o peace. A number of them are never- 
theless succumbing to the pressure of the bourgeois propaganda, which is intimi- 
dating them by speaking of the “red threat"; and that is why they do not realize 
that at the present moment it is above all the policy of the present American 

















Covernment that is dangerous for world peace--the policy evokinag the ghosts of the 
cold war of the fifties and further fanning out the armament race. 


The picture which the young people in the United States have about life in the 
socialist countries was sometimes revealed by the unimaginable naiveness of the 
questions we were asked during the talks by otherwise educated high school students. 
I have made notes of some of their questions: For instance, do communists have 
horns? Are women rationed in your country? Does money exist in your country? 

Do the children in Czechoslovakia know sweets’ Are the clothes you vear your own, 
or were you allotted them for the trip to the United States? Do you have compulsory 
school education?... 


During the dozens of concerts and talks we met about 8,000 young Americans. 
Naturally, I do not think that our meetings succeeded completely in eliminating 
all the layers of lies and slanders which have settled dcewn in their heads during 
all the years they have been under the influence of the bourgeois propaganda. 
However, I am convinced that we have at least partly opened the eyes of the over- 
whelming majority, and that the meeting with the “emissaries of our youth” has 
acquainted them with life in Czechoslovakia, a country so distant from them, and 
also with the merits of the socialist society, of which they had had no pricr idea. 


[Question] The YWLL, which is rallying the most progressive part of American 
youth, helped organize your trip. Did you get to know ‘ts activities in greater 
detail?’ 


[Answer] Twice we met James Steel, the league's chairman; we were in close contact 
with the members of the organization in every place we vis'\ted during our stay 

in the United States. We have convinced ourselves of the complicated nature of 
the league's work and of the obstacles which it encounters at every step. It is 
all the more necessary to place the proper value on all its results. In talks 
with the leadership of the league we have also agreed on a number of further joint 
protects, among others also on the mutual travel of young people and on similar 
trips of our grow. 


Our stay in the United States has contributed toward better information for the 
young people of both countries concerned: and particularly toward acquainting 
thousands of young Americans with the life of their contemporaries in the socialist 
world. It was a specific example of our interest in deepering the acquisition of 
mutual knowledge among the young generations in countries with different social 
systems in the spirit of Helsinki--it was our contribution to the deepening of 
peace, cooperation and understanding in the world.

HUNGARY ‘STRICT’ WITH TOURISTS--Prague MLADA FRONTA in Czech on 23 December on 

page 2 carries a 600-word Libor Sevcik article entitled “Border Regulations." 

The author opens the article by saying that “recently all kinds of rumors have 
been spread throughout the republic about the Hungarian customs officials’ strict 
measures against our tourists returning from trips to Hungary." He took the 
opportunity of a recent trip to Hungary, Sevcik goes on to say, to inquire into 

the “real state of affairs." He then reviews the valid customs regulations for 
tourists leaving Hungarian territory, confirming that the "regulations really are 
strict" and that they are “rigidly observed" by Hungarian customs officials. 

He lists the goods that may not be taken out of the country at all and stresses 
that, even when returning with goods that may be taken out of Hungary, Czechoslovak 
tourists must prove that they “purchased the forints officially, before setting 
out on the trip." If the traveler fails to produce such a proof or if he purchased 
his forints "on the side," Sevcik goes on to say, the Hungarian customs officials 
confiscate the goods transported by him. According to Sevcik, the customs officials 
are not even obliged to certify the confiscation, unless the merchandise in question 
is worth more than 500 forints. Sevcik notes that the “unpopular measures" espe- 
cially affect people who “use the word tourism to describe a shopping trip" and 
that those who observe the customs regulations "need not fear any harassment." 

He also points out that Czechoslovak customs officials are “equally uncompromising" 
in applying the "strict" Czechoslovak regulations against Hungarian travelers.

OLSZTYN VOLVODSHIP PARTY PLENUM ACTIVITIES REPORTED 
Report on Plenum Deliberations 
Olsztyn GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA in Polish 10 Nov 81 pp 1, 2

[Text] [GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA's service] Yesterday a plenary meeting of the Voivodship 
Committee [KW] of che Polish United Workers’ Party [PZPR] was held in Olsztyn. 
Politburo member, secretary of the Central Committee [KC] Kazimierz Barcikowski 
participated, as did the presidium members of the Voivodship Party Control Commission 
[WKKP] and the Voivodship Audit Commission [WKR]. The order of the day was made up 
of two parts: organizational matters and a discussion of the current economic, social 
and political situation in the voivodship. To the second part, which had a consul- 
tative character, representatives of the economic and social aktiv and PZPR, ZSL 
[United Peasant Party] and SD [Democratic Party] workers were invited. 


Comrade Wlodzimierz Mokrzyszczak, candidate member of the KC Politburo, opened the 
deliberations. He turned to the members of the voivodship echelon with a request 
that they release him from his duties as KW first secretary, member of the Executive 
Board and member of the KW in conjunction with the function of KC secretary entrusted 
to him by the Fifth KC Plenum. Comrade Mokrzyszczk informed those present that he 
wou'd ask his basic party organization in the Olsztyn Locomotive Shop to retain him 
within its ranks. He warmly thanked the Olsztyn voivodship aktiv for 7 years of 
cooperation, for the experience he had gained, and for the confidence his comrades 
had placed in him during the recent electoral campaign. "It is not easy to change 
one's place of work and to fulfill party and economic obligations in a new environ- 
ment,” he said. “Before coming to Olsztyn I worried about how I would be received 
here. Today I am moving on to other party work for a time. How well I did what 
you demanded of me is for you to judge. I tried to do solid work in executing my 
duties. No matter where I work, I will draw on my work experiences with my comrades 
in this voivodship." Comrade Mokrzyszczak assured that he would try to take part 
in the life of the Olsztyn voivodship party organization. 


Next, Adam Weselak, KW secretary, assumed the chairmanship of the deliberations. 


In accordance with PZPR statute, he put W [lodzimierz] Mokrzyszczak's request to a 
vote. It passed, with two abstentions. 


After reading the pertinent sections of the statute concerning the election of the 
KW first secretary, Comrade Weselak reported on the results of consultative meetings 
conducted within the regions on the topic of candidacy for this position. In the 
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name of the Executive Board, W [lodzimierz] Mokrzyszczak announced the candidacy of 
Jan Laskowski, hitherto KW secretary for economic affairs. Next, the candidacy of 
the following was announced from the hall: Marek Sapinski, KZ [Factory Committee] 
secretary in the POLAM-FAREL plar s in Ketrzyn, candidate member of the KC; Stanislaw 
Biczysko, commander of the MQ [Citizen's Militia] Higher Officers" School in Szczytno; 
Wladyslaw Dragun, director of the Morag PPGR [State Enterprise of the Agricultural 
Economy] and Mikolaj Malachowicz, who did not accept the nomination. 


Many questions were asked of the candidates, both specific and general, concerning 
their party positions now and in the past, their attitude to the line of the Ninth 
Congress and to the resolutionof the Fourth Plenum, as well as how they intended to 
implement party decisions. The candidates gave their answers to these questions. 
Since a motion was made not to place M [arek] Sapinski on the list of candidates, 
this matter was voted on once again, and the majority of KW members voted to place 
him on the list. 


Elections were done by secret ballot. During the first round of voting, none of 

the candidates received the majority vote required by statute (50 percent plus 1), 

so the voting was done again and Jan Laskowski was elected KW first secretary. Two 
members were also added to give the full complement to the KW (in conjunction with 
the departure of comrades W [lodzimierz] Mokrzyszczak and Tadeusz Szacila, who moved 
to another voivodship). In an open ballot, two deputy members of the KW were chosen, 
comrades from the Olsztyn city party organization, which did not have its own repre- 
sentatives in the Voivodship Committee: Zbigniew Wrzesniowski, doctor of agricultural 
sciences, scientific worker in ART [Articultural-Technical Academy] and Kazimierz 
Jakubiak, a locksmith from OZOS [The Olsztyn Tire Plant]. 


The Voivodship Committee complied with the proposal made by the POP [Primary Party 
Organization] Executive Board in the Nidzica IZOLACJA Plants concerning the trans- 
ferral of the case of Wlodzimierz Dabrowski and the suspension of his rights as a 
member of KW to the WKKP. The decision was unanimous in favor of this. 


KW Secretary Adam Weselak reported on the work of the KW Executive Board and Secretariat 
for the current term, i.e., since May 1981. The idea central to the work of the KW 
Executive Board and Secretariat," said A Weselak, “was concern over overcoming the 
sociopolitical and economic crisis in the voivodship, improving food supply, materials 
supply and the supply of raw materials for production, means of production for agri- 
culture, and an improvement in the living and working conditions of inhabitants of 

the region. The Executive Board made a thorough analysis of its position on 2] 
problems of importance to the voivodship and stated this position more explicitly. 
These are problems which concern such questions as socioeconomic issues and the 

current economic problems of the voivodship, problems of the food economy, intrapart/ 
work and ideological-upbringing work. The implementation of the resolutions and 
decisions adopted have had basic signifigance for rejuvenating the ideological-political 
actions of party echelons and organizations, as well as for stabilizing the socio- 
economic life of the voivodship. Recently, the KW Executive Board and Secretariat 

have held many community consultations and meetings on current, working subjects. 

With regard, e.g., to the economic issues examined in August, the KW secretary mentioned 
such matters as preparing for the heating season and supplying the populace with fuel, 
accepting the voivodship governor's decisions concerning the distribution of fuel 

among the particular sectors, the undertaking of an operation to obtain wood fuel 

and any resolutions concernin” an improvement in water conditions and the life. 
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Much consideration was given and is still being given to issues of supplying people 
with basic articles and regulating goods. Suggestions were received concerning 
raising the sugar allotment per person and approaching the authorities to increase 
the procurement price of slaughter animals. The issue of soap production in the 
voivodships and streamlining the distribution of laundry detergents were examined, 

as were the introduction of farm slaughtering on the PGR [State Farms] and on RSP 
{Agricultural Producer Cooperatives] to meet the ration allotment of the labor force, 
the introduction of the temporary sale of industrial articles on the basis of lists 
and the increase of production in small-scale production plants which manufacture 

for the local market. 


Other subjects include: ideological-upbringing work and political training in new, 
changed forms, party activities associated with the introduction of economic reforn, 
commissions to fight against speculation and the results of the inspection of buildings 
occupied by the administration. 


In October, the KW Executive Board resolved to undertake the urgent preparation of 
a voivodship plan for the implementation of the tasks comprised by the resolution 
of the Fourth KC Plenum. The plan is consistently being implemented. 


The report also contains data concerning the number of members in the voivodship 
party organization: as of 30 September 1981, it numbered 50,729 people, or 4,527 
fewer than in January of this year. During the 3rd quarter of this year, 120 candi- 
dates were accepted into the party. Forty-seven people were dismissed. A total 

of 4,213 people was stricken from the list of party members. 


The second part of the meeting, in which the economic aktiv and political parties 
took part, was opened by Jan Laskowski, KW first secretary. During this introduction, 
he characterized the sociopolitical and economic situation of the voivodship, which 
served to initiate discussion. He stated that the same unfavorable phenomena are 
occurring in all divisions of production as are in evidence in the national economy. 
While the production decline in the Olsztyn voivodship is only 10 percent lower, 
this represents 3 billion zlotys. Only two enterprises have attained last year's 
production levels--IZNS [[llawa Auto Parts Plant] and WSS [Voivodship Consumers’ 
Cooperative]. The work cooperative achieves good results. Discussions have been 
conducted with the WZSP [Voivodship Union of Labor Cooperatives] to encourage the 
creation of new cooperatives and the development of existing cooperatives, the 
intent being job offers for the graduates of secondary schools. 


Production in repair-construction enterprises fell by 12 percent, while farm 
construction declined by 28 percent, mainly due to limited cement, steel and fuel 
deliveries. Along with the decline in material production, the monetary earnings of 
the populace rose by 33 percent, and in October, by 43 percent (income from the sale 
of farm products increased by 54 percent). This continues to upset the market. 
Outlays for the purchase of goods and services rose by only 18 percent. The past 

few months have been very difficult for the Olsztyn Voivodship: the low allotments 
have prevented the total implementation of rationing for meat, sugar and soap powders. 
Changes have been introduced into the system of rationing fats, sweetners and a'cohol. 
Work forces suffer from a shortage of cleaning agents, protective clothing and shoes. 
The procurement situation is difficult: for the 10-month period procurement was 

lower than for a similar period last year: namely, procurement of livestock for 
slaughter dropped by 22.3 tons (more than 20 percent), procurement of milk fell by 











28 million liters (8 percent) and procurement of grain fell by 30,000 tons (more 

than 40 percent). The number of head of livestock is reduced, and deliveries are 
reduced despite the high, profitable price of livestock for slaughter and good harvests 
of grain and potatoes. Contracting between farmers and the government for supplying 
farm products has declined. This means a further increase in supply difficulties, 
particularly with regard to meat. 


Farming in the Olsztyn voivodship has received less feed concentrates than last year, 
but yields were higher and the sale of grain and root crops, lower. Is the regression 
in agriculture observable only in the material sphere? Farming is also suffering the 
consequences of the crisis. While the deliveries of machinery and tractors are greater 
than last year, there is a shortage of fertilizers, means of crop protection, construc- 
tion materials and coal. The decision to sell industrial articles in exchange for 
Slaughter animals is being received with mixed feelings. Some assert that this gives 
preference to large farms; others say that there isn't anything to buy in exchange 

for slaughter animals anyway. There is likewise the fear that this will deepen the 
mutual dislike of the rural and urban populations and may lead to conflicts which 
should not arise. 


J Laskowski stated that party members received the resolutions of the Fourth and 
Fifth KC Plena with hope, as an incentive to take the offensive more often. The 
understanding that a resolute political battle against the ideological opponent is 
necessary is growing. Echelons and many party organizations have apppointed groups 
of the aktiv to conduct this battle; many organizations are awakening from their 
lethargy, are analyzing their attitudes and views and are overcoming their defeatist 
attitudes. The course of the October strike is evidence of the victory of rational 
thought. Currently in party echelons and organizations, discussions are being 
conducted with the leadership cadre and party members who are violating the basic 
norms of party consciousness [partyjnosc] or who are demonstrating political passivity. 
The situation in the voivodship party organization is not a uniform one. There is 
a fair-sized group of active POP's in the larger industrial plants, but there are 
also those which do not manifest a greater degree of activism. These must be given 
support and assistance by KW members and the permanent apparatus. The streamlining 
of party information and propaganda is likewise indispensable. An information and 
analysis team has been in operation for a short time in the KW, but its materials 
do not always reach everyone on time. 


The KW secretary reported on the meeting of the Voivodship Commission for Cooperation 
[WKW], which recognized as necessary the activation of the local National Unity 
Front [FJN] committees and the broadening of their social base to include those 

who acknowledge the systemic principles of our state. 


Discussion 


Adolf Teresiak, Olsztyn Meat Plants: After the Fourth KC Plenum, work in our POP was 
revitalized and party members are gradually regaining confidence. The democratically 
elected founding committee of the workers’ self-government is 30 percent PZPR members. 
The work force did not participate in the October strike. Discussions are conducted 
with the party cadre, according to the Fourth Plenum resolution. It is better that 
there be fewer of us, but that we be confident and represent a monolith. In the 
past, the fundamental criterion for evaluating the POP was the number of its members. 
The discussions enable those who cannot handle the obligations imposed upon them 

to leave the party. 

















The speaker was critical of a GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA report ("Prisoners‘ Revolt” [Bunt 
wiezniow]) stating that this should be found in the EXPRESS [full title unknown] 

and not in the party paper. He likewise spoke of instances in which there was no 
reaction to the failure to economize, including the indifference of party members in 
various plants. 


Wladyslaw Dragun, PPGR, Morag, spoke of the lack of convergence of words and deeds. 
Statements are made, e.g., from the Congress platform, concerning the need to treat 
farming in an equal manner, and in practice the direct opposite is done. The division 
in farming has increased--in whose interest is this? Private farmers can purchase 
colored televisions and other attractive items in exchange for slaughter animals, 

and PGR workers, who sell everything that they raise, are deprived of this. Socialized 
agriculture in the Olsztyn voivodship supplies more than 60 percent of the ratior- 
card allotment of meat for the voivodship. The PGR's have been left with no def+'...«. 
We have nothing to be ashamed of, but we should be judged fairly. We do not wam 

to be conflict with the private economy: we have cooperated well with it--the 

results of procurement prove this. The employees of meat plants receive a meac 
allowance--from the hog that we fattened--and our workers must travel 15 km to town 
and stand in line for a kilogram of meat, purchased with rationing cards. 


The speaker criticized the dearth of party information. He called for the party 
apparatus to extend itself locally, coming more often among work forces, into the 
POP, there to give assistance to party members in their political struggle. 


Michal Zuk, first secretary of the PZPR KM [City Committee] in llawa, spoke on the 
interpretation of a point in the Fourth KC Plenum resolution concerning the self- 
determination of party members. The various interpretations of this problem indicate 
the need for an explanation on the part of the KC Politburo. He also spoke of the 
negative consequences of the uneven rationing of goods in various regions of the 
country, and even in cities and gminas. Referring to the GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA report 
entitled "Bunt wiezniow,” he stated that the reporters could write the article in 

no other way, since authoritative information was refused then. 


Lucyna Siemionek, representing the party organization in the CPN [Petroleum Products 
Center], stated that the effectiveness of PZPR actions depends primarily on activities 
within party ranks, because its strength derives from them. Much also depends on 
properly and rapidly arming comrades with information and arguments--a situation 
which still leaves much to be desired. Lucyna Siemionek likewise called attention 
to the drawbacks of supplying plants with meat for ration cards. Deliveries to 
stores, and then to plants, arrive late, at about the 14th hour, and by the time the 
package reaches the employee, the meat is no longer fresh. There was also a state- 
ment made that the prices of products and services should be regulated. It is 
impossible to agree that, for example, 3,500 zlotys should be asked for sewing a 
coat. 


Michal Sawcezuk, forestry inspector from Wichrowo, spoke of the difficult situation, 
indeed the state of disaster in the forest economy following the recent severe 
hurricane. Many trees which had been growing for 40, 60 and 100 years were uprooted. 
In the Wichrowo Forestry Inspectorate, which covers 26,000 hectares, there is approxi- 
mately 200,000 cubic meters of wood to be obtained from the fallen trees. Otherwise 
it will go to waste. But there is a lack of equipment, motor fuel for the machinery 








and people. Thus the help of the army, which is trained in this type of work, is 
urgently needed. There is no shortage of wood for fuel in the forests either. There 
is enough both to supply those people who want it and schools, hospitals and nurseries. 
But crews from without are needed to fell the wood, since the forestry inspectorate 

is not in a position to supply even its retirees with the use oi its own forces. 
(Relative to this problem, Jan Laskowski, KW first secretary stated that the viovodship 
anti-crisis staff should deal with this problen.) 


The most important party task, in the opinion of Stanislaw Wiatrowski, first secretary 
of the PZRP KMig [City and Gmina Committee] in Nidzica, is the building of social 
understanding. Every party organization should ask itself the question: What 

should be done to bring about understanding, to get out of the crisis and begin to 

work? We can no longer continue to turn in place. The mass media should also serve 

the building of understanding. The preparation for economic reform in terms of 

regulations, especially financial regulations, should likewise be accelerated. 


Jan Szwed, farmer from the gmina of Bartoszyce, said that he deplored everthing which 
sets the village against the city. In this context he proposed that the tied-in 

sale of slaughter meat deliveries be limited to the means of production needed by 
farmers, clothing and work boots, and not include goods such as colored televisions 
which people employed in industry likewise need. The sometimes false reports of a 
bountiful harvest also stir up conflict between the city and village. These reports 
suggest that the peasant is hoarding his food and does not wish to give it over to 
the sta.e. Meanwhile in the north, because of excessive rainfall, potatoes and grain 
harvests have not been productive. Many tubers have been stricken by blight and have 
rotted or are still rotting. Some wheat plantations have yielded 15 quintals, although 
to the eye it seems that 40 quintals will be poured out. Nor does the future seem 
rosy, since there is a shortage of spare parts for machinery (how is the plowing to 
be done?), mineral fertilizers (at one time 350 kg of NPK [nitrogen-phosphorous- 
potassium] was sown per hectare, and now about 100 kg is sown) and chemical means 

of plant protection. 


Next Kazimierz Barcikowski, Politburo member, secretary of the PZPR KC took the 
floor (a discussion of his address is included separately). 


First secretary of the KW Jan Laskowski reacted to several of the remarks made during 
the discussion. 


KW members elected the secretary of the Voivodship Committee for economic affairs. 
Elected to this position was Jan Malinowski, formerly first secretary of the KM in 
Ostroga, a greaduate of SGPiS [Main School of Planning and Statistics]. A second 
candidate was Zbigniew Wrzesinski, secretary of KU ART [College Committee of the 
Agricultural Technical Academy!. 


The recommendations made during the discussion are included in the resolution which 
was passed. This resolution was made by Krystyna Labacka in the name of the 
Recommendations Commission. 

Biography of Jan Laskowski 

Jan Laskowski was born in 1935 in Lipinki (Nowe Miasto County) into the family of a 


highway worker. He holds a master's degree in political economy. He has belonged 
to the party since 1954. 
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He began his socipolitical work in 1952, when he took on a position with the ZMP 
{Polish Youth Union] County Board in Llawa. He then joined the Provincial Board of 

the same organization as deputy director of a department. After completing basic 
military service, he worked as senior officer in the Voivodship Enterprise for the 
Wholesale Food Trade in Olsztyn, after which he returned to his work with the youth 
movement, first in the ZHP [Polish Scout Union] Troop Command in Olsztyn and then as 
commander of the ZHP troop in Ilawa. After completing his studies in the Higher 
School of Social Sciences [SWNS] in Warsaw, he began his work in the party apparatus. 
Since 1965, for three successive ‘terms he has been secretary in PZPR County Committees, 
first in Nowe Miasto and then in Llawa. 


In 1969 he became director of the Llawa Auto Parts Plant (now IZNS) and has worked 
in this position until June of this year, until he was elected economic secretary 
in the PZPR KW in Olsztyn. Yesterday he was elected first secretary of the PZPR 
Voivodship Committee in Olsztyn. 


Address at Olsztyn by Kazimierz Barcikowski 
Olsztyn GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA in Polish 10 Nov 81 p 2 


[Report on Kazimierz Barcikowski’s 9 November 1981 speech to Olsztyn Voivodship 
Party Plenum] 


[Text] What has been said at the Olsztyn Flenum to a great extent has anticipated 
what I wish to say. Above all, I totally share the conviction of Comrade Wiatrowski 
that the crisis will last as long as we allow. For us here today the crisis is 
already « smokescreen behind which we may hide our idleness, our lack of organization 
and our declining activity.... There is no crisis in a country in which there are 
36 million people who want to get out of the crisis and who have the will to emerge 
from it. Our misfortune, of course, is that not everyone has yet decided to act in 
favor of getting out of the crisis. But be that as it may, in our party there must 
be the consciousness that neither has Poland in the interim become poorer, nor has 
it been destroyed by a natural disaster. What it has already achieved once it 

can achieve again, but only if we decide all together to achieve it. And if we merely 
talk about crisis and stand idle, the crisis will continue and it will get worse. 
The causes of the crisis also lie within the sphere of mental, social and political 
life. If this is so, then others may not succeed, but our party has every chance 

of rebuilding its status and winning social trust. For our party is, should be and 
can be that constructive force which will lead in getting us out of the crisis. We 
are not the only political force in Poland today, but we have every opportunity to 
be the only constructively operative political force. For in opposition to us there 
stands negation, often disheartening and often undermining the party's position. 
Society is beginning to have enough of behavior which undermines everything that has 
been done until now--destructive behavior. Even that which seemed attractive and 
fascinating 1 month, 2 months or 5 months ago today appears in the form of longer 
and longer queves. For negation has not yet resolved anything nor has it fed anyone. 


That is why it is so important that a current of positive action be developed in our 
party. It is important that we learn to talk to people in their own language, 

telling them how to get out of this distress we are in. It is essential that people 
simply want to want. In order for this to be so, we in the party need much resolute- 
ness uch determination. And comrades, let's stop waiting for the Politburo to hand 











down a regulation on how party members are to go about the process of self-determination. 
in party activity, as in any kind of activity, the binding principle is that if someone 
wants to do something, he will look for a way, for methods in which to do it. On 

the other hand, someone who does nothing looks for an excuse. Of course, he will 

always find one. Some say that the mental effort required to find an excuse is no 

less than the effort to find a way to do it. It too requires the exertion of one's 
powers, but leads nowhere. Let us consider, then, how to do something. 


Returning to the issue of self-determination, Comrade Barcikowski said: We must 
answer a very simple question, are we together with the party or are we against it, 
do we want to be in the party or do we want to leave it? 


Referring to the Fourth PZPR KC Plenum resolution, Kaz:mierz Barcikowski stated that 
it cannot be considered in isolation from the resoluticas of the Ninth Extraordinary 
Congress. The Fourth Plenum resolution is a stage in the concretization of what the 
congress established. To look at it in political categories and not only in terms 

of tasks, two fundamental lines of action are evident in it. The first is the 
struggle for the restoration of the operation of the law in Poland or, we may say, 
the struggle for law on the basis of the law. What this means is that the norms 

of social, public order begin to function, norms are binding and which have been 
shattered, trampled and have lost much in significance. By consistent action we must 
reach a stage in which none of us is outside the law, or above the law, or alongside 
the law. There is a second line--the line of political openness. It is represented 
by the proclamation to build a patriotic front of understanding, a front built out 

of the initiative of our party. What is important is that this front of patriotic 
understanding not remain an empty slogan or a slogan of the authorities. It is to be 
a slogan of our party reaching from the top to the very bottom. This is also why, 
from the viewpoint of our participation in the front of understanding, we should 
examine our own policy, our own behavior and work methods, having in mind the attain- 
ment of greater understanding for the party throughout society. We must learn to 
work politically, and not to lead the party to self-isolation, but to broaden its 
front of operation. 


We must look at the meeting between Comrade Jaruzeiski, primate Glemp and Solidarity 
chairman Walesa in light of this statement. Without entering into details and into 
the fact that various interests crossed at this meeting, it should be asserted that 
this meeting was both necessary and fruitful. 


Undoubtedly, an important plane of understanding for all social forces in overcoming 
the economic crisis, steering the country in the direction of development and per- 
ceptibly improving living conditions. It is clear that in order to move economic 
matters we must move political matters. Today we are dealing with a dual blockade-- 
the political situation paralyzing the economy and, in turn, economic paralysis 
deepening social dissatisfaction and creating tension. But in considering how to get 
out of the crisis, we must also see the real possibilities without creating a mirage 
of hopes which are impossible to attain even as they arise. 


In speaking of our embarking upon economic reform, the KC secretary strongly emphasized 
pricing issues. The change in supply prices and in retail prices is one condition 

for improving the economic situation. Only then will money be something desirable, 

and market equilibrium something attainable. The farmers who spoke here were 
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quite correct in saying that production is declining because people are losing 
interest in having money. The zlotys have lost their power to mobilize people to 
work. One hears opinions that a monetary devaluation may cure the situation. It 
will not. There cannot be such a devaluation which would hit people hard. It would 
mean the total breakdown of confidence in money. For this reason, the only way out 
is to realize a pricing policy and not to change the monetary system. Contradictory 
slogans also appear which declare: reform yes, price changes no. They suggest that 
supposedly it is possible to undertake a reform without reforming prices. This 

is impossible. But while prices are unrealizable, we must look for such stop-gap 
measures as the tied-in sale for deliveries of slaughter animals to purchasing centers. 
Perhaps this solution is not a good one, but [text illegible] a still worse one-- 
compulsory deliveries. Opinion must be founded on facts, and it is a fact after the 
introduction of the tied-in sale procurement increased. 


Referring to the statement about the paralysis in intraparty information, Kazimierz 
Barcikowski stated that in Solidarity propaganda carries because it runs with the 
current, although it is fundamentally based on half-truths and quarter-truths. We 
cannot use such methods of information, since we feel a responsibility for our words. 
This is perhaps the reason why party information is treated as less reliable than 
that of Solidarity. 


The KC secretary, continuing the topic of informing society, said that the workday 
begins with the morning news report at 7 o'clock and people find out little more 
later by taking advantage of special information sources. This fact alone proves 
that we must have more confidence in the mass media. 


Kazimierz Barcikowski also reacted to the issue of the difficult conditions which 
the party has encountered in such situations as those in which one hears rumors that 
it is going to be expelled from a plant. Attacks on the party and campaigns against 
it will continue, he said, until we stand tall and respond to these attacks with 
mettle. The party was born of struggle and it must once again learn to defend 
itself successfully and to act successfully. At the same time, it must also change 
its style of operations, aiming at greater effectiveness, and it must iead the 
struggle against evil, excesses and swindles, which action society will certainiy 
recognize. 


In his address, Kazimierz Barcikowski also commented on several *tatements made 
during the discussion. Referring to the remarks made by Comrade Dragun, concerning 
the delay in supplying PGR work forces with meat, he stated that there is much truth 
in this, although it is somewhat exaggerated. He pointed out, however, that when 
the PGR's had their own pork butcher shops, excesses occurred. Hence the question, 
should these butcher shops be reopened in farm enterprises, will there not be a 
wave of excesses, would this not represent a temptation to people hitherto honest? 
In answer to Michal Zuk, who proposed the equalization of ration-card norms throughout 
the country, he stated that food rationing is certainly not a just system. However, 
we must count on the fact that there are better possibilities for additional supply 
in agricultural regions such as Olsztyn than in Lodz or Slask. 


fhe KC secretary also made reference to the critical remaks made during the 
discussion on the subject of the report on the prisoner's revolt in Kaminsk pub- 
lished in Monday's GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA. I read this article carefully, he said, and 
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I do not wish to offend my comrade reporters, but there is in this article much 
self-pity over the journalist's fate. It is touching to read of the difficulties 
reporters had in trying to reach the truth--a truth they did not reach. I myself 
considered what I would do had I been in the positionvef the officer in charge of 
the operation. I would not have admitted the reporters. What happened in Kaminsk 
was only minutes from being a great tragedy. In taking responsibility for such an 
operation, one cannot also assume responsibility for the safety of reporters. But 
I also would have founda place in GAZETA OLSZTYNSKA to censure this revolt.

world are concentrated in Burope, as well as thousands of rockets with 
tactical nuclear warheads, over 15,000 combat planes, over 5,000 tanks, 
lion men under arms, and military bases (land, sea, 

les of 17 continentul states. Moreover the most powerful military blocs, whose exis- 
tence fosters an atmosphere of fear, discord and animosity, are also confronting each 
other in Europe. 
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In view of the grave danger threatened by the vast concentratior. of troops and weapons 
in this part of the world, it is quite natural for the military aspects of Buropean 
security to have priority in the efforts to create a climate of international confi- 
dence, security and peaceful collaboration. Building security and developing cooper- 
ation in Burope call for definite measures for military disengagement and disarmament 
that will protect the states on this continent from any act of force or outside in- 
terference and provide them with favorable conditions for peaceful, independent de 
velopment. To this end the states attending the General European Conference also 
agreed to take simpler, political measures that would help to incease confidence in 
international relations and to promote detente, good will and general collaboration. 
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After some lengthy negotiations at the Conference for Security and Cooperation in Bu 


ami Disarmament was approved some measures tc increase confidence on the Ez- 
ropean continent were accepted. (1) The preamble to this document, in defining the 
complementary nature of the political and ailitary aspects of security, points out 
the relationship between greater confidence among states and greater stability and 
security in Furope. In expressing the wish to eliminate the causes of tension, the 
document confirms the resolve of the states participating in the General Suropean 
Conference to abstain from the threat or use of force against any state's territorial 
integrity or political independence in their mutual relations and in interrational 
relations in general. The preanble also stipulates that the states taking part in 
the conference recognize the necessity of helping to reduce “the risks of armed con- 
flicts, misunderstandings or miscalculations concerning military activities... by 
providing clear and timely information...” The document includes such confidence- 
building measures as previous notice of extensive military maneuvers, previous notice 
of other military maneuvers, exchange of observers, etc. 


At the special session of the UN General Asserbly on disarranent in May-June 1976 
the representatives of the quasi-majority of states pointed out in their coments the 
Significance of the measures for creater confidence among states and the necessity of 
adopting them on both the regional and global levels. The importance attached to 
these measures was reflected later in the opinion agreed upon in the Final Act (Para- 
graph 93) to the effect that "The commitment (of the states -- our note) to agree 
upon confidence-building measures could help significantly in creating conditions 
for further progress in disarmament” (2). The Final Act, approved by the special 
session, includes the following among the confidence-building measures: preventing 
accidental attacks due to miscalculations or commnications failures, in areas of 
tension especially, by establishing “direct telephone lines" and other methods of 
reducing the risk of conflict; evaluation by states of the possible effects of mili- 
tary research and development upon the existing agreements and upon future efforts 
toward disarmament; and periodic reports presented in the UN General Assembly by the 
secretary general concerning the socioeconomic effects of the armaments race and its 
very harmful effects upon world security and peace. 


Thanks to the increasing interest taken by the UN countries in the confidence-build- 
ing measures, the 33rd Regular Session of the UN General Assembly approved a resolvu- 
tion (No 33/91 of 16 December 1978) at the West German delegation's suggestion that 
was coauthored by 19 other states in various regions, including Romania. This reso- 
lution requested the states to notify the UN secretary general of their opinions and 
experience concerning the confidence-building measures that they considered appropri- 
ate and feasible.

measures. This document also pointed out that all the states should arrange for 
ticular measures to strengthen confidence by taking the 

peculiar to each georraphic region into consideration. The study recommended in 
this resolution is to be presented at the current session of the UN General Asserbly. 
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Confidence-building measures can be taken to mean those political acts or actions 
whereby a state or group of states, voluntarily or through a legal obligation bilater- 
ally and (or) miltilaterally or unilaterally assumed, demonstrates that its nilitary, 
economic, political and other activities are not directed against other states but are 
intended to help build confidence and strengthen peace and international security. 


The confidence-building measures are an integral part of the states' general efforts 
to strempthen peace and international security, since they are expected to help in 
allaying distrust and fear in international relations, in promoting opportunities for 


actions, in eliminating the sources of tension and conflict, and in creating favorable 
conditions for progress in disarmament. Moreover experience fully proves that the 
measures and actions taken by various states to check the srmaments race, to intensi- 
fy political, economic and culturalescientific collaboration without barriers and dis- 
cririnatory practices on the principles and standards of contenporary international 
law, and to settle the various existing disputes by peaceful means have a significant 
effectiveness in establishing confidence and in maintaining peace and internation] 
security. 


The constant escalation of the armanents race and especially that of nuclear arm- 
ments is one of the main factors for distrust and instability in international rela- 
tions today, it causes and maintains states of conflict in warious areas of the world, 
and it jeopardizes the peace and security of all mankind. An extremely harmful phe- 
nomenon that keeps stimilating the growth of the states’ military arsenals, the arm- 
ments race is also the material base of the policy of force and dictation, of parti- 
tion and consolidation of spheres of influence, and of interference in other states’ 
internal affairs. Against the background of constantly increasing armaments, the 
litical climate in various areas is seriously affected by the military activities 
some states or groups of states. The course of events demonstrates that the increas- 
ed murber of maneuvers and military exercises organized with large mumbers of sol- 
diers equipped with the most modern weapons in areas with many sensitive points cre- 
ates strong feelings of apprehension, fear and suspicion among the sta 

and ultimately results in further increases in armaments on the part of those 
feel themselves threatened by such military actions. Because of the 

cord and the atmosphere of suspicion and distrust that it maintains in the world, the 
armanents race erodes the foundations of detente and seriously interferes wi 

oping relations of international collaboration and basing those relations effectively 
upon the principles of international equity and justice. 


The climate of confidence and collaboration among states is also underrined by many 
other factors. Distrust among states is intensively fostered in our times by the un 
derdevelopment from which a large part of humanity still suffers, injustices in in- 
ternational economic relations, disregard of the new principles for relations among 
states, absence of political dialogue, etc. Furthermore some states have inherited 
a mumber of territorial litigations and disputes from prolonged irperialist and col- 
omial rule. And new disagreements have been caused by differing opinions and inter- 
ests in connection with the approach to problems of domestic or international evolu- 
tion, by the contradictions among various states and rroups of states that have been 
arpravated by the world economic crisis, and by the intensified effort to redivide 
and consolidate the spheres of influence. Therefore the confidence-building must be 
determined in the light of the nature of the problems, the factors causing distrust 

















anong states, and the particular situation that obtains in a given region as well as 
in the world arena. 


Depending on the contemporary international situation, the confidence-building mea- 
sures may be general or specific, temporary or permanent, and unilateral, bilateral 
or multilateral, and they may be of a military, political, economic, legal or other 
nature. Regional efforts to prepare and apply these measures are to be specially em 
phasized. Of course it would be a mistake to "transplant" this kind of measures au- 
tomatically to other regions. To be sure European experience in this field has al- 
ready proved its usefulness, and it could serve as a source of inspiration for other 
areas of the world as well. But it is essential for measures of European origin to 
be adopted in the light of the particular recuirements in the respective area and es- 
pecially of the interests of the respective states and their wish to take such mea- 
sures. 


The extent to which confidence-building measures help to check the armaments race and 
to create a favorable climate for adopting specific measures for disarmament, and es- 
pecially for muclear disarmament, is decisive in promoting any effective confidence- 
building measures. Clearly such measures can never replace practical, specific dis- 
armament measures or offer any real, viable alternative to actual and authentic dis- 
armament. What is more, sole concentration on the role of those measures and ap- 
proaching and applying them as ends in themselves may dietract attention from the dis- 
armament efforts and divert them to side issues, depriving the disarmament strategy 
itself of effectiveness and perspective. Despite the major contribution they can make 
to detente and greater confidence, such measures alone cannot accomplish the ultimate 
purpose of creating a world without arms and without wars. In the last analysis on- 
ly practical, effective actions and measures for stopping the armaments race and for 
military disengagement and disarmament can contribute most effectively to creation 

of a climate of strong and lasting confidence favoring resumption and continuation of 
of detente and international collaboration. 


Accordingly there is a close, dialectical tie between confidence-building measures 
and those for military disengagement and disarmament, and both are interdependent. 
This situation makes it necessary for the confidence-building measures to conform to 
an overall strategy that will ultimately lead to general and complete disarmament, 
the vital aim of the whole international commnity. Naturally a narrow view of the 
confidence-building measures could be harmful because it would limit the ways of dis- 
arming and, in general, the possibilities of determining the factors that could help 
effectively in establishing a climate of peace, detente, and international good will 
and security in all quarters of the globe. 


As an integral part of the general disarmament effort, the process of determining 
and applying confidence-building measures must be guided by clear and well-defined 
principles in full accord with the requirements and distinctive nature of this kind 
of measures. Confidence building cannot logically be separated from the states' gen- 
eral behavior. Therefore the whole process of preparing and applying these measures 
must be governed by the principles included in the UN Charter, by other unanimously 
accepted standards of international law, and by the principles entered in the Final 
Act —1 — by the First Special Session of the UN General Assembly on Disarmament 
(1978). 


Clearly commission by a state of acts incompatible with all these principles and 
norms as well as promotion of the policy of force, domination and interference in 




















other states' internal affairs and of redivision of the world into spheres of influ- 
ence are reprehensible acts that undermine detente and the peace and security of all 
peoples. On the other hand, only strict observance of the principles cf justice and 

nternational lecality can actually strengthen confidence among states and contribute 
effectively to development and diversification of international relations or to pre- 
servation and consolidation of peace. The course of events is making it increasingly 
Clear that confidence, peace and international security essentially depend upon all 
states' consistent observance of the principles of national sovereignty and indepen 
dence, equality of rights and mutual benefit, noninterference in internal affairs, 
abstention from force and the threat of force, and every people's right to free and 
unrestricted self-determination. 


Alongside these ceneral principles applicable to all disarmament measures, perhaps 
sore particular requirements or rules of conduct should be set for confidence-build- 
ing measures. For exarple, the initiative in adopting these measures must be taken 
by the states in the respective area (Of course such an initiative may also come from 
the United Nations or a regional organization). But fully equal participation of all 
states in an area in preparation of confidence-building measures is essential to pro- 
vide for, while participation of other states with security interests in the respec- 
tive area should be decided by the states in the region. 


In the present-day world undergoing extensive and radical changes and revolutionary 
reforms under the impact of all peoples' will to live in freedom and independence, it 
is inconceivable for any states or groups of states, whatever their military or eco- 
nomic power, to impose their views in the process of adopting and applying confidence- 
building measures. The view of some experts and representatives of some states that 
those measures are to be approached in connection with the relations among the great 
powers, between East and West, or between the political-military alliances is incom- 
patible with the real interests of the peoples' peace and security. A climate of 
confidence, good will and collaboration does not require an "elitist" or "bloc-to- 
bloc" participation but the active involvement of all states on the principle of full 
equality of rights. In the last analysis the effectiveness and influence of confi- 
dence-building measures depend upon how far they are the common work of, and comprise 
the efforts and interests of, all the states and peoples regardless of their social 
system, size or economic and military capacity. 


Other requirements would also have to be considered in adopting the confidence-build- 
ing measures, such as the right of the states in the same region to determine the 
type and character of those measures; guaranteeing all states in the respective re- 
gion equal security by establishing a military balance at lower and lower levels; 
observance by states in other areas of the measures agreed upon by the states or 
rroups of states in a given region, requiring that the measures agreed upon in one 
area do not conflict with the peace and security interests of the states in other 
areas; the process of determining and implementing the confidence-building measures 
should be an integral part of the states’ general efforts toward peneral and complete 
disarmament, etc. 


Constant observance of each of these requirements and all of them together may be the 
real and lasting guarantee of a climate of confidence, good neighbors, peace and in- 
ternational security. 


On the basis of the Romanian people's interests and the responsibility for the fate 
of the peace and security of all European peoples and mankind as a whole, Romania 




















made a sustained effort at the Conference for Security and Cooperation in Europe and 
made a significant contribution to the preparation of the confidence-building mea- 
sures and the other provisions of the Final Act. 





Romania regards the confidence-builcing measures as part of a strategy for the ulti- 
mate purpose of general disarmament, and especially muclear disarmament, considering 
that kind of measures as a first step that absolutely must be supported and especi- 
ally reinforced by real measures for military disengagement and disarmament. At the 
12th RCP Congress Nicolae Ceausescu referred to the fact that disarmament is a com 

plex and lengthy process and pointed out that "It would be particularly important to 
start some partial measures such as elimination of the foreign military bases, with- 
drawal of all troops and armaments within the national borders, gradual reduction of 
national armies, and dismantling of the military blocs. Such measures would streng- 
then confidence among states and permit transition to general and total disarmament." 


As a Buropean state Romania feels the confidence-building measures in the documents 
approved in Helsinki should be expanded and intensified so that their implementation 
will result in more confidence and stability on the continent and favor transition to 
firm measures for military disengagement and disarmament. Meanwhile the Romanian 
considers it necessary to broaden and improve the concept of these measures in the 
light not only of the military factor but also of other problems (economic, political, 
social etc.) whose favorable solution would help to develop relations of confidence 
and collaboration among all states on the continent. 


To be sure the measures accepted in the Finnish capital in 1975 were the European 
states' first experience in this field, and though their application has not produced 
the expected results they were nevertheless a foreward step in the efforts to build 
security and cooperation in Europe. The serious situation still existing on our con- 
tinert, aggravated even further by NATO's plans to install new muclear rockets on the 
territories of some western countries and the American administration's decision to 
produce and stockpile the neutron bomb and to increase military expenditures, demands 
the immediate adoption of confidence-building measures of a more binding nature as 
well as effective measures for military disengagement and disarmament. 


Romania presented its ideas on this subject in the reply to the UN secretary general 
concerning Romania's experience and proposals in connection with the confidence-build- 
ing measures (UN Document a/3l/l16, pp 38-2). 


That document points out that these measures can be adopted on both the regional and 
international levels. The confidence-building measures that Romania envisages on a 
worldwide scale may include starting negotiations to conclude and ratify an interna- 
tional treaty to renounce use of force in relations among states; concluding agree- 
ments whereby the states with nuclear weapons pledge that they will not resort in any 
way, pretext or circumstance to use or threat of use of muclear weapons against the 
states without them and that they will avstain from producing, procuring or installirg 
nuclear weapons on their territories; concluding an international agreement whereby 
the states assume the obligation to settle any difference or dispute solely by peace- 
ful means; and freezing the military budgets and later gradually reducing then. 


On the regional level, including the European one, Romania recommends a series of 
confidence-building measures including: freezing the expenditures, mumbers of troops 
and armaments in order to gradually reduce them; commitment of the states to refrain 
from stationing new troops and armaments on the territories of other states, to

reduce cradually and withdraw all foreign troops within national borders, and to dis- 
mantle the military bases and especially the mclear bases on the territories of oth- 
er states; determination by two military alliances of a zone wherein foreign troops 
and armaments wi’l rot be stationed, military maneuvers or shows of force will not be 
organized, and there will be only limited numbers of troops, belonging to the coun- 
tries on whose territories the respective zone is determined; continuing reduction of 
the activities of military blocs, commitment of the member states not to admit new 
members, and creation of conditions for sirmmltaneous elimination of the blocs; guar- 
antees by the nuclear states that they will not use such weapons against states with- 
out them that have assumed the obligation not to produce or procure them; reduction 
and cessation of military maneuvers and, in general, any show of force near the nati- 
onal borders of other countries; notice of troop movementsas well as sea and air man- 
euvers; demarcation in various parts of Europe of zones free of nuclear weapons and 
zones of good will and peaceful cooperation; and conclusion of a general European 
treaty requiring all states signatory to the Final Act to renounce the use or threat 
of force amd not to be the first to use muclear or conventional weapons against other 
states. 


The proposals and suggestions the Romanian government submitted to the UN secretary 

peneral concerning the confidence-building measures are very bindir< and are based on 
the necessity of determining measures whose application can establish a lasting cli- 

mate of confidence among states, detente, peace and security for all peoples. 


Romania is keenly interested in the establishment of an atmosphere of, confidence, 
widespread collaboration, security and peace In Europe allowing the peoples to concen- 
trate their forces and creative capacities on their socioeconomic development and to 
collaborate with the other nations of the world on progress, prosperity and civiliza- 
tion. Accordingly Romania very firmly advocated real measures for military disen- 
gagement and disarmament at the reneral European meeting in Madrid as a first require- 
ment for building security and cooperation on our continent. 


In connection with implementing such measures, it would be vitally important to agree 
that the balance of military power is not to be secured by new quotas of armaments 
but by increasing reductions of the military arsenals. Of course disarmament cannot 
be accomplished by any one country nor, in any case, by the small and medium coun- 
tries first. It must be begun by the big, heavily armed countries with nuclear wea- 
PONS. 


The problems of military disengagement and disarmament should be the subject of a gen- 
eral European conference on strengthening confidence and disarmament as an integral 
part of the process berun in Helsinki, since the Final Act is a single and indivis- 
ible document from which no part or subject can be detached. The conference cannot 
be reraried as an end in itself but as a framework for mobilizing the political will 
of the participating states that committed themselves in the Helsinki documents to 
adopt effective measures of a scope and nature to constitute steps toward the ultimate 
goa] of ¢enera] and total disarmament under a strict and effective international con- 
trol. 


Romania made specific proposals at the Madrid meeting concerning the confidence-build- 
ing measures, recommending expansion and intensification of the actions specified in 

the Final Act. Confirming its constant interest in reducing the risk of military con- 
frontation on the continent, Romanian made the following proposals in addition to the 

















measures in the docurents approved in Helsinki: cessation of multinational maneuvers 
near other states' borders, in order to help eliminate any source of unrest and to re- 
duce the risk of armed conflict; cessation of increased military budgets pending an 
acreerent to reduce them; cessation of installation of new military bases,and espec- 
ially nuclear weapons, and disposition of new troops on the territories of other states 
in Europe; notice of extensive troop movements on the territories of European states 
(Notice will include information on the purpose of the movement, the category of the 
armed forces involved, numbers of troops, armaments and combat equipment, area of dis- 
position, route of the movement and the transport means, the period of implementing 
the movement, and any other useful information); notice of air and ship manevvers, 
separate or combined, performed in Furope and in the raritime area or in the airspace 
pertaining to Europe (Notice will include inforration similar to that specified in the 
Final Act for advance notice of extensive military maneuvers). Of course these propo- 
Sals of Romania's as well as those of other states at the Madrid meeting are to be 
discussed at the Conference on Strengthening Confidence and Disarmament. 


Achievement of security in Europe and the transformation of our continent into a zone 
of peace, good will and cooperation among peoples are vital aims of socialist Roman- 
la's foreign policy. For our party and state and the entire Romanian people , securi- 
ty, cooperation, detente and peace are no abstract ideas but indispensable conditions 
for Romania's allearound progress. Therefore Romania and it~ president Nicolae Ceau- 
sescu are taking very firm action to develop internatioal collaboration and to bring 
about general disarmament and especially nuclear disarmament. To this end Romania 
firrly advocates stopping installation of new medium-range muclear rockets in Europe 
and beginning the elimination and destruction of the existing ones, as well as stop- 
ping neutron bomb production, and opposes its location on the European continent. In 
this spirit Romania acted in Madrid and will continue to militate for implementation 
of all the decisions accepted by the states attending the Conference for Security and 
Cooperation in Europe, so that along with all the European peoples it will also make 
an active contribution in the future to preservation and enrichment of the legacy of 
the civilization created by the nations of Europe and all mankind and to defense and 
consolidation of peace on our continent and in the world.

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HEALTH OFFICIAL URGES WISE USE OF HOSPITAL PACILITIES

of Health: “Let Us Increase the Responsibility for the Aid in Hospitals" 


ftext/ The health units seant for outpatient medical aid are composed of 5,400 msedi- 
cal dispensaries (territorial, school and enterprise) and over 400 polyclinic dispen- 
saries. At the same time, a large number of sodern hospitals commissioned in the 
years of socialist construction, and especially in the last decade, are in operation. 
The approximately 210,000 beds for medical care existing in these institutions pro- 
vide a service of nearly 10 beds per 1,000 inhabitants, with our country being, from 
this viewpoint, among the countricos with good coverage of the material base for hos- 
pitalization. The medical aid is provided free to the whole population, and it goes 
without saying that the advantages are unlimited for all citizens of the country. 


Therefore, we have everything that we need for handling the necessary -*ce* in the 
hospital. But whom do we admit? 


According to the regulations in force, treatment in the hospital is provided mainly 
for communicable diseases, for medical, surgical and obstetrical emergencies or for 
chronic illnesses that require treatments or examinations only under hospital condi- 
tions. The admissions to the county hospitals, the university clinics or other spe- 
Cialized health units that have complex and special conditions for treatment sust be 
done discriminatingly and only for the cases that require this. 


The wide possibilities that specialized and general-medicine outpatient medical aid 
offers require greater exactingness, in such a way that the recommendation of admis- 
sion may be preceded by exploration and as exact knowledge as possible of the case, 
by evaluation of the outpatient treatments applied and by full responsibility regard-~- 
ing the later progress of the patient. 


It should be mentioned that these rules are applied properly in the gajority of the 
specialized departments. The decisions on admission are made by specialists who, in 
their activity, collaborate continually with the general practitioners in the terri- 
torial or enterprise dispensaries. The patients receive medical care both through 
the units that provide medical aid at the workplace and through the residential 
health units, with the medical care and supervision of the patient being done by a 
dispensary, a polyclinic dispensary and a hospital, with the principle of territori- 
alization being the basis. In the cases when the hospital to which the patient 
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belongs does not have conditions provided or competence for giving the necessary ned- 
ical care, the specialized physicians, on the basis of the responsibilities and du- 
ties that they have, gust refer the patients to other specialized health units that-- 
through their equipment and staff--have the possibility of providing the treatzents 
necessitated by the condition of the person in question. 


Although, through the provisions of the law, these rights are given to each citizen 
and, in the large gajority of cases, they are fully respected in all the health 
units, from letters and audiences and from findings in the field it follows that soze 
of these regulations are not known or are not properly applied. 


This is why we have the obligation to bring into discussion the situations of the 
many citizens who appeal to the Ministry of Health for the resolution of situations 
that normally should be resolved by the territorial health units, the hospitals and 
the county health directorates. Most of the complaints and notifications refer to 
the difficulties that some citizens encounter in the granting of gedical aid at the 
workplace or the residence. There are also some deficiencies in the population's ac- 
cessibility to the specialized officies and sections, in the providing of high-quali- 
ty medical services. Much of the dissatisfaction mentioned is based on irregulari- 
ties in the health units, which do not apply precisely the standards set with regard 
to the circuit of the patient, and especially the prompt granting of specialized con- 
sultations, admission to the hospital, and referral--when the situations require it-- 
to the competent units. 


This year, a large number of letters or persons in audiences have come to the Minis- 
try of Health for various problems, especially health problems. Many of thes, re- 
ferred correctly for medical aid to hospitals, institutes or medical centers, never- 
theless encountered difficulties, being “directed” to obtain “approvals” at the Min- 
istry of Health. Such situations-—-if this is to be “divulged"--are found in some 
hospitals in the capital and in gany county centers, there appearing, in these cases, 
a lack of concern and, in the final analysis, a denial of medical aid. It is a ques- 
tion of those who come with a referral slip and for whom there exists the obligation 
of all the health personnel, through the effect of the law, to give them medical 
aid, that is, for thes to be consulted and, if necessary, admitted. Such states of 
affairs in the granting of consultations and analyses, the scheduling of admissions 
or the performance of treatments are sore frequent in the counties of Prahova, 
Brasov, Galati, Ialomita, Giurgiu, Teleorman, Mehedinti, Braila, Buzau and so on. 


There are also situations when, disregarding the real possibilities of territorial 
hospitals or overestimating their professional ability, some physicians postpone, in 
a manner forbidden at the very least, the prompt referral of the special cases to the 
county hospitals or other specialized hospitals (clinics, medical centers, insti- 
tutes). This is why, with good reason, these patients appeal to the Ministry of 
Health to solve, naturally, their health problems. There have also been some cases 
when patients with a haggard general condition, feverish or with a pronounced func- 
tional disability have come to the Ministry of Health for admission, this being be- 
cause they did not find the necessary concern in the respective area. These situa- 
tions--few, it is true--show not only the lack of understanding on the part of some 
specialists but also negligence in not taking all the legal steps for the proper 
functioning of the health units. 


Undoubtedly, these aspects can lead to phenomena of bureaucracy in medical aid and 
generate dissatisfaction, delays and, eventually, absences from productive activity. 














Moreover, from the opinion surveys gade among the patients who appear for an audience 
at the Ministry of Health, one finds that the shuffling of them is due to the lack of 
understanding and concern and the failure of some physicians to fulfill the obliga- 
tions that devolve upon them, as well as of some personnel in the management of the 
polyclinics and hospitals and even of some health directorates. 


Of course, these situations do not characterize the good organization and the quality 
of the medical aid in our country. However, the indicated deficiencies must be 
speedily eliminated. The observance of the rules that involve the circuit of the pe- 
tient and the growth of promptness and of moral and professional responsibility, re- 
gardless of position, will provide for the resolution of all cases in a high spirit 
of understanding and concern, a spirit that characterizes our socialist medicine. It 
is thus necessary for the health directorates, the managements of the hospitals and 
polyclinics, and all personnel who participate in the medical-aid process, to follow 
the regulations precisely and to given the necessary importance and attention to the 
proper performance of medical aid on all levels of the health network. 


And yet, for example, in the capital there are many health units with very good per- 
sonnel and with special skills, where the patients of the respective types also get 
special care. However, this situation leads to congestion with some cases that can 
be handled on a county level. Such units in great demand are the Fundeni Clinical 
Hospital, the Medical Center for Phonoaudiology and Functional Surgery at the ORL 
Otorhinolaryngology Institute/, the Emergency Clinical Hospital, the Giulesti Hospi- 
tal and so on. This is precisely why the judgment of those who refer the patients to 
health units, especially the university centers, must be present in each particular 
case and, at the same time, they must take steps to create conditions needed for han- 
dling these cases in accordance with, of course, the competences established. 


The health directorates are asked to take all due steps so that all the dispensaries, 
polyclinics and hospitals gay utilize to the utmost and with greater efficiency their 
full capacity for action to resolve the whole casuistics that enters into their pro- 
fessional competence. Within the framework of the continual development of outpa- 
tient aid, a greater and greater accent must be put on the expansion and qualitative 
growth of the services at the level of the dispensaries and the specialized offices 
in polyclinics. In this context, it is also necessary to correctly utilize the mate- 
rial base that the first-aid stations possess, in the interest of increasing the ef- 
ficiency and promptness of the medical aid in the area. It is necessary to evaluate 
systematically the activities within the first-aid stations, the way in which they 
promptly handle the problem cases and the immediate referral of them to the sections 
with beds and, when the circumstances require it, even to specialized medical cen- 
ters, institutes and clinics, with the absolutely necessary medical documents. 





In the cases in which the patients require admission and--to provide promptness--the 
elimination of postponements and delays, there is the obligation to direct the pa- 
tient to the unit with beds with a referral slip. The circuit of te patient at the 
level of the various echelons and stages of medical aid enters into the competence of 
the specialized physicians, who have the obligation to take the steps that are re- 
quired in each particular case, complying with the hierarchical stages established by 
means of the regulations in force--with the exception of emergencies, of course. 


We make the specification that when it is felt that the chronic patients must be re- 
ferred to medical clinics, centers and institutes, the contact with these units 
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regarding admission will be made in advance. The specialists in the units with beds 
that receive the patients for admission have the obligation to examine them as thor- 
oughly as possible and, whenever necessary, to secure their admission. When the pe- 
tient’s condition does not absolutely justify hospitalization, the physicians will 
establish the outpatient treatment to be followed, with the obligation of giving the 
patient the necessary instructions. The health directorates must take steps, through 
the existing seans, to inform the population about all the rights and obligations 
that it has in connection with the granting of medical aid, consultations and adzis- 
sions to hospitals, such as the situations when they should call an ambulance, the 
conditions when the medical certificates are issued, and so on. 

It should also be specified that in certain situations and in relation to the condi- 
tion and requirements of the patients, it is recommended that the physician take the 
options into account as guch as possible, especially with regard to the referral for 
admission to certain units in a position to handle the cases in an optimal fashion. 


In all the above-zentioned situations, the approval of the Ministry of Health is not 
necessary, even if the health unit to which the patient is directed (with a referral 
slip) is located in another area of the same locality, in other localities in the 
county, or in another county, regardless of whether the unit that is to receive the 
patient is subordinate to the people's councils, the Ministry of Health or the Minis- 
try of Transportation and Telecomsunications. It is important to remember that the 
decision on admission belongs to the section chief, the only one who is in a position 
to judge the advisability of admission and to be responsible for his medical deci- 
sions. In connection with all these aspects pointed out, clear specifications have 
been wade to all the health directorates, institutes and medical centers by means of 
Ministry of Health Circular No V1/C3/1,086 of 28 August of this year. It is thus 
necessary for these provisions to be applied precisely.

PROBLEMS OF YOUTH PRESS, ATTITUDES DISCUSSED 
Belgrade BORBA in Serbo-Croatian 26 Dec 61 p 11 
/Article by Seada Hodzic: “Peace and Unrest*/ 


/Text/ The situation regarding the youth press in Croatia has been relatively 
peaceful for almost a year now, in fact since the replacement of the editorial board 
of “Polet.” There have not been any major “blunders” or excesses, which indicates 
to some people that the youth newspapers have finally found their place in society, 
that they are no longer an “incident,” and that they have “become part of" the 
Gesires and efforts of both society and the younger generation. For others, who 
viewed the various excesses that the youth newsrapers caused or unconsciously fell 
into in recent years favorably and even protectively, this is proof of a serious 
crisis in the youth press. For them, this indicates that opportunism and possibly 
even a fear of sanctions have crept into the editorial boards, and that they have 
adopted a policy of avoiding criticism and subordinated themselves to the will of 
youth leaderships and others. Naturally, conclusions are immediately drawn fram 
this that the youth newspapers do not interest the younger generation, and that 
they have practically betrayed its desires and interests. 


The Search for a “Formula” 


It seems, however, that neither group is correct. The very fact that the youth 
newspapers have not been “stirring up a fuss" recently at least proves that they 
have found themsleves. We would likewise not agree that this is a sign of bureau- 
cratization, apathy and opportunism on the part of the editorial boards, which are 
supposedly subjected every day to powerful pressure fram the forums. It seems 

to us that it is more a question of an attempt to find a place for the youth press 
in the news system, especially news for young people, the search for a “formula” 
that will really make the youth newspapers into militant and responsible organs. 
Confirmation of this can be found in the youth organs themselves and in the numerous 
discussions of the role and problems of the youth press. The frequency of dis- 
cussions of this topic in the youth organization, the League of Communists and the 
Socialist Alliance is encouraging, because of the cbvious efforts to help the youth 
press, with which no one is satisfied, not even the members of the youth 
organizations. 


One of these discussions was arranged a few days ago by the news commissions of the 
Croatian LC Municipal Conference and the Presidency of the Zagreb SSOH Municipal

journalists, the present and former editors of “Polet” and “Studentski list,” 
twenty journalists from communal and school papers and same from other public organs 
were invited. This was an interesting “round table,” diverse not caly in its ca- 
position but in its approach as well, and it was sbove all useful as proof that this 
topic must be discussed. 


None of the participants disputed the fact that the Croatian youth press, which has 
& long and honorable tradition, made significant progress for years, and that it 
reached a large number of young people and became more interesting in its means of 
expression and its appearance. in any case, generations of journalists and editors 
of youth newspapers have made a great contribution to its recognition both amanc 
young people and in society in general. There have nevertheless been many reasons 
for criticism, as is still the case today, and many reasons for dissatisfaction 
with what it has offered and is offering, especially to young people. 


The truth is, it is another question whether its errors have been pointed out to it 
in time or whether it has been left to dram in its own mistakes. The question is 
whethe.: the temporary closings of individual publications, the replacement of 
editorial boards, and interventions by the public prosecutor have really been 
effective, or whether they have often come back like a boomerang. We are not even 
certain that it was necessary to react nervously, let us say, to the picture of the 
naked goalie in “Polet” with the inappropriate nickname “VIP,” as an annoying “joke,” 
without seeing the far more serious errors of a “conceptual nature” which cannot be 
overcome by restrictive measures, but only by consultation and discussian. 


Anger Without Concern 


Many people have been seriously angered, let us say, by the fact that the youth 
organs are stirring up a fuss by calling individuals in their leaderships bureaucrats 
and careerists, but few people have been concerned over the fact that for years some 
of them, guided by petty bourgeois logic, have fostered values that would have to be 
foreign to a self-managing socialist society. The disagreements have been caused by 
supposed radicalism, demagogic leftism and rarely has anyone been concerned over the 
fact that the youth newspapers are joking about the real problems of youth, about 
employment, let us say, about rewarding people according to their work, housing 
problems and about the attempts by some circles to instill a nationalist ideology 
among young people. 


The youth organs have not even expressed a position in reaction to the increasingly 
more aggressive attempts by certain church circles to educate young people in a 
Clerical-nationalist spirit. To tell tse truth, there have been isolated attempts, 
but more often than not they have turned out ingloriously, like “Studentski list” 

a few years ago, when it aimed the edge of its pen crockedly and practically offended 
the feelings of believers, but gave the real culprits a pretext for a political 
demonstration. 


It is incomprehensible that the language of some youth newspapers, “enriched” by 
Swear words, can be more annoying than a phrase, but it is difficult to accept 

that this is a more serious problem than “fostering” the consciousness of an idle 
life, or suggesting to “papa’s” and “mama's” sons and daughters that one can be idle 
without working. It is not clear to us how the derision of a “reformer” can be more 
irtiating than the fact that the youth press has not explained the meaning and goals 
of the reform in education and instruction, or fought for it, but has even criticized 
some of the reform decisions and measures. 
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In short, it would be difficult for us to agree that the “incidents” and “execesses” 
are the key problem of the youth press, as long as it remains on the periphery of real 
youth and social problems. To that extent we can understand the words of Ratko 
Karabatkovic, a “Polet™ journalist, about the disappointment experienced by many 
youth journalists and even their personal difficulties when they have been affected 
by the restrictions. 


In such a situation, it is certainly too much to expect the youth organs to bear a 
burden that is obviously still too heavy for the SSO. At any rate, the positive 
examples of youth organs in several local and work organizations prove most clearly 
the assertion that the state of affairs in the SSO is also reflected in the youth 
press. As a rule, a successful “conceptual formula” is backed up by the substantive 
and successful work of a given youth organization. The high quality of these youth 
organs has originated first of all in their organic connection with the work, life 
and problems of the organization. 


“Strong” and “Weak” 


To tell the truth, even such successful newspapers are not without their problems 

and even annoyances, as is illustrated by the case of the Zagreb young workers’ 
newspaper KROMOS. The “sponsors” of this newspaper cut back its funds after it 
dared to cross the Rubicon by “nicknaming the VIPs” in the collective after they 
violated a self-managing agreement on association, and “lecturing” the party organi- 
zation because it was not implementing the conclusions of the meetings and conferences 
that had been held in order to overcome the unsatisfactory state of affairs in the 
collective. In fact, the causes were deeper, and KROMOS should not have expected 
to be able to resolve them just by caricaturing a few individuals, but caricaturing 
VIPs still should not be a reason for cutting back a newspaper's funds. 


Even the appearance of illegal youth newspapers in some Zagreb schools is more a 
proof of the disagreement of young people with the attitude toward them than a con- 
firmation of disobedience and wantonness, because the organs, the work of the 
students themselves, are in fact illegal for the school directors and the teachers’ 
councils. They are not illegal for the school youth organizations, which are even 
offering them assistance. . 


Through the above-mentioned examples, the participants in the round table in Zagreb 
attempted to issue a warning about the fact that the social climate, no matter how 
much someone has urged the opposite, does not always help the youth press or even 
the youth, about whom the other “serious” organs, as a rule, write rarely and 
incompletely. 
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
